That the feeling of condescending 
tgmusement which the perusal of such 


memoirs often produces may be based =on: 


a totally erroneous theory of present 
day superiority in the art of living is 
heside the point. What matters is that 
the little frills and foibles, the stilted 
language :nd paternal airs, of our great- 
ereat-grandfathers, divert us enormously 
aud make us feel what fine, democratic, 
hale-and-hearty fellows we all are 
nowadays, compared with our forbears of 
lony ago. ' 

All this is by way of introduction to a 
little book, published in 1815, which has 
as part of its raison d’etre the guidance 
of the stranger’s feet through the social 
pitfalls which yawned on all sides of the 
aspirant to popularity in the Bath of that 
period. By 

One begins with a short history of 
Riehard Nash, born 1674, and _ bette 
known as “‘ Beau’’ Nash, who is described 
as the “first king of Bath.” ‘‘ His 

‘parents were in a respectable situation of 

life.” Heaven be thanked! It would 
have been wrost humiliating for the 
historian were he compelled to. write. ol 
one whose varents were not respectable. 
Things being as they were, offe is not 
surprised to find him --established. in 
Oxford, where the study of Jaw was “too 
dry for a person of his volatile turn.” 
He “soon involved himself in an intrigue 
with an artful female, of which descrip- 
tion ’’—the commentator bitterly records-. 
‘“there are “always “numbers laying baits 
for young men of tamily or personal 
appearance. 


A BOOK OF RULES. 


Having évidently eluded the “Temiaie. 
Nash is next found in the Army, which. 
alas! failed in its duty by him. He was 
“subjected to subordination and re- 
straint’ by his superior officers—who, to 
judge by the commentator’s tone, should 
have known’ better—and finally “left the 
Army in disgust.’’ One has met men who 
felt rather like that about the Army 
during the period 1914-1918, “but they 
were, antfortamately,’ “unable to “follow 
Nash’s example. 

Coming eventually to Bath, which was 
then, about 1742, rising to fame as a place 
of *‘ fashionable resort,’’ our friend found 
his true méticr. FE. began his career by 
throwing a man headlong into a swimming 
bath for daring to a mire his own wife in 
her bathing dress. This deed of derring-do 
was followed by a duel, in which Nash 
was wounded, and the historian rather 
delightfully adds that, ‘‘as it does not 
appear that he was fond of fighting,’’ he 
subsequently, when in power, ‘‘ issued an 
edict against the wearrng of swords in 
Bath.”’ 

However. Nash was a-social success of 
the highest order, and in a short time 
beeame “ Master of the Ceremonies’”’ of 
Bath, “‘ with full power to order, arrange, 
ami improve the manners of the company, 
the routine of amusements, and the points 
of etiquette.’’ He prospered in his office, 
and Bath prospered mightily under him. 
Of course he drew up a Book of Rules 
and here are some of the quainter 
clauses :— 

“That no gentleman give his tickets 
for the balls to any but yentiewomen 
N.B.—Unless he has none of his 
ucquaintance.’’ 

“That no gentleman or Jady take it ill 
that another dawees before them—execpt 
such as have no pretence to dance at all.”’ 

“That the elde* ladies and children be 
contented with a second bench at the ball. 
as being past, .or not come to, perfection.” 

Beau's idea of humour appears to have 
been a bit heavy handed at times, 


A FINE FUNERAL. 


He was no respecter of rank. He 
desired the Duchess oj Gueensheriy, who 
appeared at a dress ball in an apron ot 
potit lace worth 50 guineas, to take it 
off, which she instantly did, ‘‘ at the same 
time requesting his aceeptance of it.” He 
probably took it, too, though the historian 
js discreetly silent on that point. Out of 
doors, we are told, he wore a “ large 
white hat, and drove ima carriage “with 
six greys, escorted by several persons on 
horseback and on foot, with French horns 
and-obher musical instruments.’’ Péeture 
himthus, going his rounds, and remember 
that; so far as we can discover from our 
historian, nobody laughed. 

The dark days came for him—all the 
darker by contrast with the brilliance 
which had “one before. Age and 
infirmities approached, and “it appeared 
ridiculoms. to see grey hairs and 
deerepitude aping the gaiety of youth. ' 
His admirers fell off, and he “lived to be 
sensible of the follies of a life solely de- 
voted to pleasure.” However, he was given 
a very fine funeral in 1761. 

His work lived after 
dowh to hard facts, im 
for’_example, that a certain riotous 
yeasure resort known as the Assembly 
Rooms must have been a fearsome spot for 
the whinitiated. The rules of this place 
occupy three closely printed pages.

Throughout the world traffic or industry 
is painting out the colourful patches of 
city life. In Belfast, Smithfield is gone;

The move- 
ment has reached the loveliest city in 
Europe. Christmas visitors to Vienna no 
longer will be able to enjoy the rich and 
racy scenes that used to be enacted around 
the vreat Cathedral Church of St.

It is re- 
corded that she received “two rolis of 
cambric’’ from the dustman, and that the 
apothecary presented “three boxes of 
orange candy, yinger candy and green 
ginger.’" A woman of the bedchamber 
‘‘ offered a russet bag with £4 10s.,”’ while 
from an Archbishop came “a red silk 
purse in which were £40 in demi- 
sovereigns.’’

‘The strong beer was broached by the 
barrel, and the black jacks went about 
their business with swear and nutmeg and 
good Cheshire cheese for all comers. The 
meat had to be veady by daybreak, and 
if if were not then prepared, two strong 
young men would seize the cook by the 
arms, and run her around the market 
place till she was shamed out of 
her laziness.”’

A Distinguished Artist.

all the branches of his profession. He has 
travelled through Switzerland, Ital, 
France, atid the British Isles, depicting 
all the noted beauty spots in whatever 
medium the subject suggested to him. 


Che Art of Etching. 


Many of Mr. Boak’s 
étchings have been published in London. 
As an etcher he has the technique of the 
art ut his finger-tips, and practises a pro- 
cess ol colour that 
has all the beauty and charm of a water- 
colour. ‘The secret of this process is 
known only to himself. The colouring is 
entirely done on the plate, and the proof 
is not touched after its passage through the 
press. Every line in an etching, Mr. 
Boak says, is of some importance, and 
there is no other medium through which 
an artist éan make his work so 
characteristic and personal. Both in 
black and white and in colour etching 1s 
well suited to express the beauty and 
character of Ireland. Mr. Boak has 
travelled far and wide in search of beauty, 
but he has come to the conclusion that few 
countries in the world have the beauty and 
romance to be found in Irish scenery. No 
other place has made the same appeal to 
him, or excited the creative instinct and 
desire to reproduce on paper or canvas the 
poetical beauty of the mountains, hills 
and valleys, and glorious coast scenery. 


Che Silent Valley. 


The Belfast Water Commisioners are very 
proud of their big trench at the Silent 
Valley, but if there was one man who 
breathed a sigh of relief when the 
ceremony of laying the first of the founda- 
tion of the reservoir embankment was 
over, that man, I am sure, was Mr. 
Wilham 1, Quinn, seeretary of the Board. 
Mr. Quinn has, so to speak, grown up 
with this scheme, which was first mooted 
In 1883. He joined the staff at the Water 
Office more than thirty years ago, and in 
due time beeame chief accountant. Since 
November, 1919, when he was appointed 
secretary, he has been engaged in the 
promotion of five Parliamentary 
one at Westminster, and four at Belfast. 
Kew people not directly connected with 
local government matters have any concep- 
tion of the work that this entails for the 
officials responsible. The Silent Valley, 
however, has been Mr. Quinn’s greatest 
trouble, and the members of the Board— 
1n the dark days wlien it seemed that half 
a million pounds of Belfast money hac 
sunk beyond recall in the Mountains of 
Mourne—realised the value not only ol 
Mr. Quinn’s experience in public work 
and finance, but of his tact, his cheer- 
fulness, his genial and optimistic outlook 
Mr. Quinn is a Fellow of the 
London Association of Accountants, and 
he was the first—eichteen years ago—to 
introduce that body to Belfast, where it 
has now quite a number of members in 
practice, and a students’ society. For 
eight years he was hon. treasurer of the 
Balmoral Golt ‘Club, but lately the work 
of the Water Board has made ful! 
demands upon his time and energy. Mr. 
Quinn, by the way, was borm in Newry.

Wild Duck on Lagan W ater. 


In view of the discussions which the 
Wild Birds Protection Bill has recently 
evoked, perhaps the following rather 
pertinent advertisement extracted from 
the Belfast News Letter, of March, 
1737, may prove of interest :—‘‘ Whereas 
several Wild-Duecks, which are bred in the 
Gardens belonging to the Hon. Arthur 
Hill, Fsq., have of late been shot. Now

Not alone 
in the suburbs. but even within a mueh 
shorter distance of the business centre, 
are new avenues aiid streets of houses 
springing up in places that up till the 
present year were under cultivation.

Not 
alone this, but oecupants of old houses 
much further out in the same direction 
are inside the peculiarly drawn boundary 
line. 

Wiile it is true that serious efforts are 
being made here to meet the demand for 
honsese one must confess that the 
shortage is still acute. Within the last 
eighteen mouths munitipal schemes have 
produced more than three hundred ‘‘ work- 
ing class dwellings,’’ and a further one 
hundred and fifty are now in coirse of 
preparation. Numerous private schemes 
have contributed towards the relief of the 
situation. Nevertheless, the total number 
erected only yoes a short’ distance towards 
meeting the demand, which shows no sign 
of diminishing. 


TRAN RMATION 


The establishment of the Marina 
Works as Messts. Henry Ford and Sons’ 
headquarters for the manufacture of 
tractors has been of great importance to 
the city. Apart altogether from the in- 
creased numbers of wage-earners and the 
far-reaching benefits to other industries, 
the character of the city is gradually 
changing. Cork is no longer merely the 
slumbrous distributing centre and place of 
export of former years, but has assumed 
the aspect of an important manufacturing 
area. In the new industry the workers 
are drawn from al) parts of the British 
Isles, and many of them are married men 
who have brought over their wives and 
families. 

These new citizens of Cork have found 
it almost impossible to secure houses either 
in the city or in the surrounding districts, 
and some of them are forced to reside im 
so-called furnished rooms at exorbitant 
yates frequently amounting to more than 
the rent of the entire house. It is to he 
hoped that increased efforts will be made 
on the part of the City Council to meet 
the local demand for houses.

Coming now to the special uo of that 
meeting, he need not detail e incident 
beyond saying that Guard Lockhart, having 
heen suddenly infermed that three armed men 
had raided and robbed a business house in the 
vicinity, promptly seized his bicycle and pur- 
sued them. He took the road that he believed 
the men had taken, and suddenly he found 
himself confronted with them. He was alone 
and unarmed, facing three desperate criminals 
armed with deadly weapons. very bravest 
among them would have hesitated long before 
facing an ordeal of that kind. 

With a bravery which had never been 
surpassed he confronted the three desperadoes, 
rushed one, and su ed in disarming him, 
although faced with bullets from the re- 
volvers. He then held the revolver pointed 
towards the men, compelled them to hold up 
their hands, marched them along and safely 
deposited them in the police station.

The Wicklow Urban Council are asking 
for national consideration of the erosion 


question as it affects their town. The most. 
valuable part of Wicklow is endangered. In 
the ga. this fact has been recognised by 
the British authorities, and what they in- 
vested on behalf of the township will 
quickly become completely nullified if State 
aid is not forthcoming. The existence of 
the Murrough ensures a port which acts us a 
distributing and exporting centre for a 
wide area, and a safe harbour, the only one 
of its kind between Kingstown and Water- 
ford on the South-eastern coast, Since 1850 
more than £100,000 have been invested in 
Wicklow in piers, quays, and protection 
works. One severe south-easterly storm, add- 
damage now existing, will wipe 
out that expenditure. | 

Stretching for five or more miles north of 
the town—where the River Leitrim enters 
the sea and forms the harbour—the Mur- 
rough was once covered by water, and was 
then thrown up to form the present low- 
lying flat. Fifty years ago it extended half 
a mile further into the Irish Sea than it 
does to-day. It is not now 200 yards wide 
at its land side, tapering at the harbour end 
to a fine point. e protection works com- 
prised an east pier, which projected from 
the southern quays, and ‘formed a break- 
water; a steampacket pier on the northern 
uays, to facilitate shipping and transport, 

is being the extreme end of the Mur. 
rough; and a third pier, built 20 years ago, 
at right angles to the Murrough, giving a 
sheltered basin to form the harbour; and 
from this last Eas a breastwork of concrete, 
with huge boulders to break the seas from 
its face, was laid down. 


THE MENACED PROPERTY. 

_ Between the town and the Chemical Works 
lies the Murrough, known to all visitors. ‘The 
railway line, branching into the old station, 
which is now used exclusively for goods 
urposes, cuts it in two; the outer or Sea 
urrough is the foreshore; the inner 
Murrough is the playgrounds and commons of 
the town. Built on that Murrough are the 
Chemical Works, hostel (formerly local 
uarters of the British forces), goods station, 
trand street, a quarter of a mile in length; 
Leitrim place, a first-class locality; Bond and 
Bath streets, as well as a terrace of houses 
facing the new pier; also the railway ex- 
tension to the quays, where there are 
extensive stores, the Harbour Commis- 
sioners, and gasworks. Connecting the 
Murrough with the main land are three 
bridges. All this property is menaced by 
the present condition of the foreshore. 

Within the past two years the breastwork 
referred to has been pierced by the sea to a 
depth of about 50 feet and a length of about 
100 yards, while at least another 100 yards 
has been smashed up, without actually 
injuring the roadway, Protecting wooden 

ynes have all disappeared, leaving the 
oreshore at the complete mercy of the waves. 
The large concrete groynes and promenade, 
stretching from the new pier northwards for 
about 75 yards, have been shattered and 
undermined, and the sea, penetrating under- 
neath the foundation of the promenade, has 
sucked away the gravel for a distance vf 
about 30 yards in length and 30 feet in 
depth, carrying a hole right underneath the 
concrete platform, the back wall, and out 
into the main roadway, which adjoins the 
Strand street houses. This hole has caused 
the concrete to collapse, making the 
promenade impassable. With the road pene- 
trated into the railway yard, and 50 yards 
away this big cavity under the promenade, 
another storm from an easterly direction 
would easily join the two apexes, and the 
River Leitrim, less than 100 yards away,, 
would be joined at last by the sea, with 
serious consequences for the residents, 
property owners, and the very life of the 
town. If this should ocucr, not only will the 
town be cut away from the Murrough, and 
trade suffer severely, but the harbour must 
of necessity also become obliterated. 


POSITION OF THE COUNCIL. 

wo years ago, when the first breach 
occurred, and Wicklow Urban Council ap- 
pealed for State aid to stem the sea, about 
£5,000 would have rendered a job, but 
every high tide, every high wind has been 
eating into the gravelly soil behind and 
below the breastwork, and with the heavy 
storms of last month adding their quota, 
nothing less than £30,000, it is estimated, 
would now redeem the position. Naturally 
a town like Wicklow, with 3,000 of a popula- 
tion, and already. heayily burdened, could 
not face such taxation. During one of 
the operations for the development of the 
harbour, the Urban Council, hoping for good 
times, guaranteed repayment of a , a made 
to the Harbour Commissioners. Now the 
Board of Works is coming down upon the 
Council, and they are faced with the prospect 
of finding £1,600 to pay off arrears, and are 
involved as long as the harbour is losing, to 
find the necessary funds to meet this repay- 
ment for the next thirty years or more. This 
h year also the waterworks gave out, and the 
town must also assume the burden of extend- 
ing and supplementing its water supply, cal- 
culated at 87,000. 

The Council, with a courage that deserved 
a better fate, spent £150 during the summer 
to stem the onrush of the waves at the 
} foreshore, temporary repairs that, it was 
hoped, would last the winter until the bigger 

uestion had been settled, but the one storm 

estroyed a month’s patient efforts, and 
matters became worse than ever, In these 
circumstances, they are appealing to the Go- 
vernment for their assistance, and the three 
T.D.’s for the county have approached Presi- 
dent Cosgrave personally to explain the true 
position of affairs.

STEPS TAKEN BY URBAN 


COUNCIL. 


At the last meeting of the Youghal Urban 
Council, Messrs. J. N. Keane and Son, 
solicitors, on behalf of the Strand Protection 
Society, submitted a report from Mr. D. 
Tierney, B.E., Cork, and asked for the co- 
operation of the Council in bringing the 
matter before the Coast Erosion Commission. 

The report stated that the whole situation 
required immediate attention, and called for a 
complete and detailed investigation into the 
whole area affected. 

A letter was read from Mr. HE. F. O'Connor, 
County Surveyor, stating that he, with Mr. 
Woodley, district engineer of the Great 
Southern Railways, and Mr. Flynn, had in- 
spected the sea-wall and groynes on the 6th 
inst. The beach on that date was level with 
the top of the piles at the foot of the sea-wall 
for the eastern half of its length, and not 
more than two feet below the level for the 
remainder. In his opinion, the wall was in a 
stable condition, as long as the beach could be 
maintained at present levels. Repairs were 
required to groynes in front of the sea-wall, 
which should be carried out next summer, 
but the defects did not appear to prevent the 
action of the groynes in holding the beach. 

Tne Council decided to instruct the Town 
Surveyor to examine and report on the sea- 
wall and promenade, and to co-operate in 


any movement for the betterment of the 
strand.

John Fox (50), of Dalhousie street, Glas- 

ow, lies in hospital in a critical condition 
rom wounds, and two men are in custody 
on a charge of attempted murder. 

It is stated that on Saturday night Fox 
and a friend were seated in the kitchen, when 
a man called, and was shown by Fox into 
the diningroom.

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WORK FOR ENNIS 
UNEMPLOYED. 


—— 
SEQUEL TO DEMONSTRATION. 


In response to the wire which was sent by 
the Town Clerk requesting the presence of 
the Commissioner to deal with the unem- 
ployed problem, Mr. P. J. Meghen attended 
at Ennis Town Hall last Saturday. Outside 
& contingent of men had assembled, follow- 
ing a procession through the streets. The 
demonstration was more orderly than that 
of last Friday evening, The unemployed 
nominated spokesmen, who interviewed the 
Commissioner. They submitted a list of men 
who, in their opinion, were most deserving of 
assistance during the Christmas weeks. 

The Commissioner pointed out that his 
funds were limited, and that the work on 


| which he could employ men also was limited, 


The maintenance of the sireets of the town 
was in the hands of the Council, who had no 
money for specia] expenditure at the moment, 
If the men were yifting to take it, he could 
employ a certain number at stone-breaking, 
but apart from that the scope for useful 
employment was very confined. 

he spokesman of the deputation pointed 
out the hardships of breaking stones in the 
present inclement weather, 

Eventually, after going through the list 
submitted, and taking into consideration the 
circumstances of each household, the Com- 
missioner announced that he would employ 
twenty-two men at certain general work, and 
an additional fifty on stone-breaking, if they 
were willing to take it. In selecting the men 
to be employed the chief factors taken into 
account were the number of dependents. Men 
with Army pensions or in receipt of benefit 
from the Fo Exchange were, with a few 
exceptions, ruled out, on the suggestion of 
the deputation, as not being urgently in need 
of employment on relief works. 

The Commissioner said that he always had 
given all the employment he could at Christ- 
mas, and there was no necessity for any 
further demonstrations. 

The Town Clerk (Mr. M. J. Carmody) re- 
marked that, despite all that they could do, 
there would still be over 160 men for whom 
no work could be provided. 

The Commissioner pointed out that the 
main body of ratepayers should be considered. 
Although the present year's rate was lower 
than for many years past, the rate collector 
was experiencing great difficulty in his col 
lection,

DISCOVERY, 


LONDON DOCTORS’ 
VLEWS. 


London and the South of England are 
being swept again by influenza, and much 
interest has been aroused’ there by the re- 
orted discovery by Professor Falk, of 
thicago University, that he has succeeded in 
reproducing the disease in monkeys, and 
hopes to produce a vaccine with which in- 
fluenza will be readily curable, 
¢ Doctors in London. however, appear to be 
divided as to the value of the reported dis- 
covery. One of them stated. on Saturday 
that if the American professor's discovery 


of the streptococcus is substantiated the 
benefit to humanity will be inestimable. 
“Vast sums are each year paid by the 


various nealth insurance authorities to insured 
persons who have been unable to work, some- 
times for weeks at a time, owing to attacks 
of ‘fu. Not only is the disease a 

rsonal danger, but it is a grave menace to 
industry and trade.” 

THE CAUSE OF THE DISEASE. 

Other medical men express a doubt whether 
the discovery will have any considorabl» 
effect on public health. Influenza, they say, 


is caused by a number of germs, which 
depend for their strength on mutual 
assistance. 


More important, they say, than the isola. 
tion of the germ is the personal factor of the 
individual’s health and environment,  Bac- 
teriologists have long since. discovered that 
to cure a disease the physician must do much 
more than recognise the germ which causes 
it. First and last, it is the individual's own 
cleanliness, constitution, and cate which pulls 
him through an illness. To give the germ 
a name does not help very much. 

The present epidemic in London is said fo 
be no more virulent than usual. The 
symptoms generally are an attack of shiver- 
ing, accompanied by a bad headache and a 
rather high temperature. 


THE RECENT RAINS, 

“Tt uss been noted that’influenza nearly 
always recurs after heavy rain ahd floods; 
said one doctor, '' and people who live in low- 
lying areas are the principal sufferers, The 
effect of the dampness following the drought 
we experienced this year may have something 
io do with the severity of the new outbreak 
but if the victims will only tackle the eom- 
plaint in its early stages there is not much “to 
fear 

“A dav or two in bed with thie window

following entry:—‘' 1671, 10th May. 
Dined at Mr. Treasurer's, in company with 
Monsieur De Grammont and several French 
Noblemen, and one Blood—that impudent, 
bold fellow who had not long before 
attempted to steal the imperial crown itself 
out of the Tower, pretending only curiosity 
of seeing the regalia there, when stabbing the 
keeper, though not mortally, he boldly went 
away with it through all the guards, taken 
only by the accident of his horse falling 
down. How he came to be pardoned, and 
even received into favour, not only alter this, 
but several other exploits almost as daring, 
both in Treland and here, I could never come 
to understand. Some believed he became a 
spy of several parties, being well with the 
Sectaries and Enthusiasts, and did His 
Majesty service that way, which none alive 
could do so well as he; but it was certainly 
the boldest attempt, so the only treason of 
this sort that was ever pardoned. This man 
had not only a daring, but a villianous, un- 
merciful look, a false countenance, but very 
well spoken and dangerously insinuating.”’

Evelyn had the “common courtesy” to 
“have consulted the head of the family ”’ 
before recording his views, or if Hume had

Turkey—The Link. 


The foreign policy of Turkey concerns 
the whole world; for the Angora Govern- 
iment is the link Saleen Iran and Turan. 
Thus ‘the recent arrival in Stamboul of 
Karakhan, the Soviet Assistant. Foreign 
Commissar, is of much interest, His 
ostensible mission is to counteract the 
influence which British, French and 
Italtan. policies have achieved in Turkey, 
and to adjust such trade questions as are 
outstanding. Recently the Unica of 
Socialist Soviet Republics has refused to 
issue “licences to Turkish merchants to 
import goods into Russia. During his 
stay in Turkey Karakhan will be the 
guest of the Government, and wil] have 
an audience with Mustapha Kemal Pasha. 
It is expected that, as a result of 
his visit, the- 1927 - Russo - Turkish 
Treaty of Friendship will be renewed, 
and, ~ possibly, in order to 
this end, the dictators of Russia will 
be willing to: accommodate Angora in the 
matter of the tradinz licences. Indeed, 
from their own point of view, they will 
be: foolish: if they allow: any Marxian 
principle to stand in the way of a 
rapprochement. The two countries have 
much in common, in spite of the different 
methods by which they are governed.

West appear to care 
for none of these things; yet their interests 
are bound up with them. A time is 
coming when a Turanic ally will be of 
inestimable value. Britain missed.a great 
opportunity by leisurely diplomacy in 
1914. We hope that the same. mistake 
will not be made a second ‘time. 
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Motor Taxes. 


There is;much speculation in England 
at the moment concerning the proposais 
of the Chancellor of the ‘Exchequer, jor 
the taxation of motor cars. For'a long 
time there has been widespread dissatis- 
‘faction with the existing. system. . The 
owner of a motor car’to:day is taxed on 
the horse-power of his vehicle, with the 
result that the manufacture of highly- 
powered cars is, discouraged, and the 
motor industry in England finds competi- | 
tion in the overseas market. against. ifs 
American and continental. rivals -almost 
impossible. The British Dominions, for 
instance, need cars of a high horse-power 
to suit their. local conditions, . and : are 
virtually forced to give their orders to the 
United States or some of the continental 
countries in which manufacturers have a» 
horse-power tax to interfere with their 
plans. It is understood that the British 
motor industry has brought pressure. to 
bear on Mr. Snawden with a view to a 
change in the whole system of taxation, 
and that the next Budget will give much- 
needed relief, not only to manufacturers, 
but also to the owners of cars. The idea 
is that the horse-power tax will be 
abolished, to be replaced by a tax on cubic 
capacity. Apparently, ten shillings . per 
100 cubic centimetres. of the cylinder 
capacity of the engine will be charged 
by the State, and, if this change 
is made, the result will be an 
average reduction of 334 per 
on the existing tax. The motor industry 
is strongly. in favour of this proposed 
which seems now to be fairly 
certain. Of course, the loss of revenue to 
the Exchequer will be heavy, Motor 
taxes constitute a considerable item in the 
annual Budget, and, as Mr, Snowden will 
be needing money badly next year, he will 
be very unlikely to renounce any portion 
of his revenue from this source unless he 
can compensate himself in some other 
direction. It is expected, therefore, . that 
the replacement of the horse-power tax by 
a more equitable system will be accom- 
panied by an increase in the present tax 
of fourpence per gallon on petrol, in 
which event many motorists will lose on 
the roundabouts what they have gained on 
the swings. Nevertheless, the petrol tax 
is the fairest of all methods of motor 
and few will grumble at its 
incidence. In the Free State the horse- 
power system still is in force. There ts 
no petrol tax in the Saorstdt, and 
motorists generally are dissatisfied witli 
the existing condition. of..affairs. We 
do not know whether Mr. Blythe 
will follow Mr, Snowden’s . example ; 
but some measure of rélief ought to 
be given. The Free State motorist is 
at a great disadvantage as compared with 
his confréres in England and Northern 
Ireland; for he must pay an absurd’ im- 
port duty on British, as well as on 
foreign, cars. This tariff more than out-

LETTER FROM THE RIGHT REY. 


'MONSIGNOBR WALSH. 

TO. THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read with interest the article 
on Trinity: College, Dublin, which appears in 
the /rish Times of’ this ‘morning. Would 
you ;permit me to’ make’ three comments on 
the article?. 

(1) You say that-some thirty years ago the 
constitution .of Dublin University ‘suggested 
to some liberal; men a plan-for settling: the 
Irish’ University: question. The plan was to 
create within lin University “a second 
Cóllége which, should be Roman Catholic in 
the ‘fallest. sense in which Trinity College was 
Protestant.” The. scheme was. supported by 
the late Dr.. Mahaffy and favoured by Mr. 
George Wyndham. - You add: ‘‘ We think 
that to-day there is room for sorrow over a 
lost. opportunity.” 

The sorrow over this lost opportunity is 
shared by me, and by very many others who 
are acquainted with the history of the Irish 
University question. 

Would you’ permit me to add to your re- 
cital of facts in connection with the incident 
of thirty years’ ago that the leader of the 
‘‘ liberal men ” was the late Archbishop of 
Dublin, Dr. Walsh, and that it was his pre- 
sentation of the case for justice to Catholics 
which won the ‘support. of Dr. Mahaffy and 
the favour of Mr. Wyndham?

It is common knowledge that 
he was an accredited spokesman for the 
Catholic: body, and the most prominent ex- 
ponent of the Catholic case. With iteration 
and ‘persistence he set forth that case. ‘The 
Catholic. claim for equality—full and 
petiect equality with their 
countrymen in the matter of University 
ediéation. One . way in which the 
claim could be met, and the way which he 
preferred to any other. wes by settine up 

in the University of Dublin, in addition 
ty College, a second college on a 
footing of complete equality’ with Trinity 
College in status and endowment. From that 
position he never receded. Neither did the 
Irish. Catholic hierarchy ever withdraw the 
resolution unanimously passed by them, in 
which. they declared that such a solution 
would satisfy their. claims. Certainly, the 
project, was not defeated by the hostility. of 
the Catholic Church—it was defeated mainly 
by Dr. Mahaffy’s own colleagues. The 
opposition was led by Dr. Anthony Trail.

(3) You say of Trinity College: “ Her 
renown is unblemished, her halls are full, and 
she welcomes a. steady increase in the number 
of her Roman Catholic students.” There is, 
[ believe. a considerable number of Catho'e 
students at present attending Trinity College. 
The College naturally welcomes thenr: for, 
otherwise, her halls would not be full. May | 
be : permitted to point out that Catholic 
students who attend Trinity Pe a do so 
despite the grave warnings of their bishops. 
and in ae of their opposition and of 
that of the Holy See. The Catholic Church 
has. always discountenanced the attendance of 
Catholics at Trinity College. Her attitude 
in-this matter is clearly set forth in the three 
Plenary Synods of 1875 (a. 335), 1900 (n. 491) 
and 1927” (n . 404), I may add that the 
Church, far from moderating her attitude 
towards Trinity College, has become stronger, 
and more’ stern, in her Opposition.

THE RESOLUTIONS. ; 
1—That as the teachers’ contribution side 
of the Teachers’ Pension Fund is fully sol- 
vent, and that since the maintenance in a 
state of solvency of the endowment side of 
the Fund has peen, since 1879, a State charge, 
and-as the British Government has expressly 
guaranteed to meet that charge, as shown by 
the existing statutory rules, this meeting 
demands that the Free State Government 
carry out its inherited obligations in this 
matter. 

That the contribution account and endow- 
ment account be kept separate and distinct, 
and that in view of the alleged financial 
stringency of the State, we suggest to the 
Government the - advisability of meeting 
annually in the estimates any deficit that may 
arise in the endowment account. 

That we reiterate the demand that the 
benefits of the Pensions Scheme be extended 
to junior assistant mistresses and lay 
teachers in convent and monastery schools, 
and desire to draw attention to the fact 
that in Britain and Northern Jreland similar 
hodies of teachers enjoy ordinary pension 
rights.

THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

The Chairman, in the course of his address, 
said that it was almost an axiom that the 
position of the teacher was one of the most 
enerous in the State, and the position, more 
than any other, which sheuld be free from 
anxiety.

Mr. E. Caraher, Portadown, President of 
ihe Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
having referred to the high standard 
of proficiency in the Irish schools, said 
that in Northern Ireland the statesmen there 
recognised more fully than did those 
m the Free State how much depended 
on the teachers of the country for its future 
welfare. and prosperity. Consequently they 
used every effort to remove from the teachers 
every source of irritation or annoyance or 
any other thing that would militate against 
their usefulness or efficiency as teachers. 
Anything that was done in the line of 
imposing any fresh obligation on the 
teachers of thé Free State would only tend 
to widen the breach in a way that would 
retard that prosnective unity of the country 
even beyond the day they had hoped it 
would*€eme about during their own lifetime.

HOPES TO WIN AMERICA CUP. 


Sir Thomas Lipton landed at Southamp- 
ton on Saturday from the Leviathan, after 
a three months’ business and holiday vis*t 
to the United States. He is to attempt to 
win the America Cup next vear. 

In an interview Sir Thomas said: “ My 
new challenger has a much better chance 
than any of the other Shamrocks. Ii is 
not like the previous freaks, but has heen 
built under Lloyd’s survey. I expect it 
will be completed about April, and it is 
my hope to race the yacht in a number of 
the regattas round the British coast before 
sending her to America for the great race 
which begins on September 13th. 

“America has built four or five 
defenders, and they will compete against 
each other to determine the most suitable 
for the race for the America Cup.

During the nineteen years that he was Rector 
of Zion Church, and, indeed, up to the time 
of his death, Dr. Clarke was greatly beloved 
by the people of the Church, where he 
ministered so long and so faithfully.

Another member, Mr. Coulter, then handed 
in a resolution, as follows :— 

I herehy give notice that at the meet- 
ing of the Newtownards Board of Guar- 
dians, to be held in the Union Boardroom 
on Saturday, December 28, 1929, I shall 
move that, as the Guardians have shown 
themselves careless, callous, and imcom- 
petent in the discharge of their duties, 
whereby the sick have been . subjected 
to unnecessary ‘suffering, and the Guar- 
dians. have been held to be responsible 
for the murder of a child, that we, the 
Board of Guardians, . admitting our 
heartlessness and recognising our incom- 

etence, resign the office of Guardians 
held by us and ask the Ministry of Home 
Affairs to appoint a Commissioner to 
administer the affairs of the Union. 

Several members thought the resolution was 
much too drastic, and it was suggested to 
the Chairman that he should not accept it, 
but Mr. Coulter pointed out that under the 
regulations governing the Board he had no 
other option but to accept it.

Owners of brood marés who are 
expecting relief in “this respect must realise 
that they are not going to be accommodated 
for some time at least. 
SUGCESSFUL SIRES. 

It is interesting to turn for a moment to 
the records of various sires last season. 
Tetratema, of course, reached the peak of 
his career, and from a tofel of £8,540 won 
by his produce in 1927, he has soared to the 
giddy height of siring in 1929 winners in 
the aggregate of the magnificent sum of 
£51,397. Royal Minstrel] and Mr. Jinks 
were the best contributors to this sum, but, 
all round, his stock have won between them 
32 faces. Blandford has also reached dizzy 
heights; for, while £4,352 in stakes was 
credited to his stock in 1928, last season 
they put £38,168 to his credit, and the 
doings of Trigo and Athford established him 
permanently in the front rank.

Abbot’s Trace 
and Gainsborough are down as compared with 
their two preceding seasons; but they hava 
held their own, and Friar Marcus has done a 
little better than in other years; while tho 
National Stud horse, Diligence, has also come 
well out of it. Buchan has had temporarily 
to take a lower place; while Craig-an-Eran, 
who stands with him at the Littleton Stud, 


has had a disappointing year, for Craigadour 
did not fulfil the promise gave ui the 
spring, and some of the rest of his stock, 
like. Engelberg, Winton, and Nuwara Eliya, 
left “him in’ the lurch ‘on several occasions 
when they refused to leave the gate. 

Papyrus has @ coming appearance, and 
wonderful old Bachelor’s Double still Keeps 
his end up.

‘ BERESFORDS’ IN DEMAND, 

Two-year-olds siréd by Beresford have had 
a very successful. season in England, . and 
yearlings sired by him have attracted a good 
deal of attention in the sale rings. Call 
Boy, who wan the Derby for the late My. 
Frank Curzon, is advertised as full 
for next season at 400 guineas, The 
Supplement to the Stud Book shows that a 
very large proportion of the mares sent 
to him in his first season were barren. I see; 
by the way, that Call Boy’s brother, Strolling 
Player, who was bought to go to Ametica, 
where he did not meet with conspicuous 
success on the Turf, is, after a season at the 
stud, being put back into training again. 
The Derby winner, Felstead, is full for next 
year at 3500 guineas, and his old rival,

The confervénce between representatives of 
the National Athletic and Cyc ing Association 
and of Northern Ireland Athletic, Cycling 
and Count Association, which de- 
veloped out of the recent meeting of the 
International Board at Crewe, was held last 
Saturday at Dundalk.

somewhat the same position as the Scottish Asso 
cistion had been with the Rorder Counties 
and, following their disputes, the borders had been 
given full control, except in the matter of suspen 
sions. 

Dr. O'Sullivan said that their provincial boards 
had practically full autonomy, and he saw little 
in the recommendations from Crewe. except gs to 
the making of arrangements for national” and 
infernational contests. What was wrong with 
the constitution of the N.AC.A. to which excep- 
fion was taken? If the Northern delegates showed 
them anything wrong possibly they could amend 


Mr. Walter “Marrs, speaking fer tie 
said that he had come {o the conclusion that 
there was not the least possibility of a settle. 
ment between the Northern Association and the 
N.AC.A., Ireland, by the adoption of the Crewe 
recommendations, unless they could be wnited in 
the sense that both the Associations would appoint 
a national body to arrange international matters 
If this step was taken athletics in Ireland would 
soon be better than they had been for vears past 

Mr. Fleming disagreed with Mr. Marrs. and 
said that his idea of unity was oneness. Since 
the trouble in 1925 much water had flowed under 
the bridges of the Liffey and the Boyne, and 
he could say that the provincial councils now had 
far more control than was wanted in 1925, or 
than even was anticipated then. 


SIX COUNTIES OR NINE? 

Replying to the Chairman. Mr 
that there were reasons why thev 
affiliate with the NACA The Northern dele. 
gates had now come to the conclus on that they 
must have self-covernment In connection with 
the sport of Northern Ireland 

Mr. Stewart said that thev were prepared to 
fall in with the suggestion from Crewe so. lone 
as it did not mean a clean cnt with the 1 
association. They were quite Prepared to fall in 
so long as Ireland would he represented interna 
tionally as a whole The Ulster Council at the 
moment had all the power they wanted 

Mr. Cassidy, 7.D., pointed out that though he 
represented the N.A.C.A. at that. conference. he 
also represented in another way a county that 
was more northern than any county in Northern 
Ireland—Donewal—and if there was an association 
formed gfor six of the Northern Counties. what 
was to become of the other three Monaghan. 
Donegal and Cavan? He pointed out that there 
was only one controlling hody in Irelan 
rugby. swimming, boxing and hockev 
sport in which there was dual control w as Asse. 
tion Foothall, and to-day efforts were heing made 
to have one body in control over that spert. To 
euggest an association for the six counties and 
call it unity was ridiculous. 

Mr. Ferguson. of the Ulster Provincial Coun-‘ 
ei, an that they were perfectly satisfied with 
the N.AC.A., of which they wero members, and 
they valued the fact that they were members 
of a national body which catered for the whole 
country. As sportsmen they tcok no notice of 
the boundaries. If the Northmen were generous 
sportsmen, the pesiticon of the three counties 
which were in Ulster, but outside Northern LIre- 
land, should be taken into consideration. 

Mr. Macrs repiied that if the N.ACA. asked 
the North he was sure they would be prepared 
lo look after the three Ulster counties in addition 
to their own six. 


THE INTERNATIONAL POSITION. 

Mr. Neale said that the question of the con. 
trol of the six or nine counties was beside the 
mark. if the members of the NACA. had 
succeeded in side-tracking the Chairman. they 
could not side-track the Northern delegates 

Exception was taken to this remark by Dr. 
O'Sulivan, and the Chairman announced that he 
was not under any influence. Continuing, he 
said the formation of the Northern body seemed to 
be accepted; but how could it be done? The 
N.AC.A. were giving their clubs and members 
in the North, and the North were not prepared to 
give any ph v!o quo. Personally, he thought 
they should do so in the way of affiliating to ihe 
N.A.C A, 

On this suggestion the delegates debated for 
an hour, the Northern delegates refusing to give 
the assurance that they would do eo. 

The Chairman pointed out that things might be 
awkward for them in international contests: but 
Messrs. Neale and Marre said they would have tho 
Joint Council to show that they were at one 
_Mr. Cassidy declared that the failure of the 
Northern delegates to do as suggested showed that 
at heart they held the N.A.C.A. in contempt.

If H could 
be proved that the Corporation had acted 
naa.fide in the exercise of power it was ultra 
rires, and any resolution passed, or any act 
SO done, would be null and void. : 

In bis opimop, the resolútion of the 'Uram- 
wavs (omuhuitee confirmed in a tmodified 
form by the City Council, was a reselution 
to which that prtaciple applied. and it 
seomed| to him, bhevond reasonable douht,

The outstanding and satisfactory feature 
of the match was that Arigho, y and 
Murray showed themselves to be just as 
useful three-quarters as they ever were, and 
quite fit to fill places on any international 
side with distinction.
